And whereas the President of India has sought the opinion 
of the Election Commission under article 103(2) of the Consti¬ 
tution with reference to the said question; 

And whereas the Election Commission has given its opinion 
(vide Annexure) that the said Shri Manikrao Hodlya Gavit 
has not become subject to any disqualification for being a 
Member ot the House of People under article 102(1) (a) 
of the Constitution or section 10 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951, read with article 102(l)(e) of the Con¬ 
stitution By reason of his holding the office of the Chairman 
of the Maharashtra State Cooperative Tribunal Development 
Corporation Limited, Nashik; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred on me 
by article 103 of the Constitution, I, Zail Singh, President of 
India, do hereby decide in accordance with the opinion of the 
Election Commission, that the said Shri Manikrao Hodlya 
Gavit has not become subject to the disqualification mentioned 
in article 102(l)(n) of the Constitution or section 10 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951, read with article 
102(lXe) of the Constitution for being a Member of the 
House of People.

OPINION 

This reference from the President of India raises the ques¬ 
tion whether Shri Manikrao HoJIyn Gavit, a sitting member 
of Lok Sabha, has become subject to the disqualification 
under article 102(1 )(a) of the Constitution or section 10 of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 read with Article 
102(1 )(o) of the Constitution, for holding the office of the 
Chairman of the Maharashtra State Cooperative Tribal Deve- 
lopemcnt Corporation Limited (hereinafter referred to as “Cor¬ 
poration”), Nashik. 

2. The question before the President has been raised by 
Shri Pulsing V. Vasave, of Bombay, by his petition datod 
14th October, 1982. 

3. The relevant facts briefly are as under 

Shri M. Hi Gavit was elected to the Lok Sabha at the 
bye-election from Nandurbar (ST) Parliamentary Constituency 
in Maharashtra, in November, 1981. 

Shri Gavit vva s nominated by the Govt, of Maharashtra 
as the Chairman of the Maharashtra State Cooperative Tribal 
Development Corporation Limited. Nashik. bv a resolution 
dated 19th January, 1982. under the provision of Bye-law 
No. 49 of the Mahauuht/.i State Cooperative Tiib.il Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

4. On the pleadings of the parties, the following issues 
vvcie framed for consideration :— 

E 'Whether the office of the Chairman of the said Cor¬ 
poration is an office under the Govt, ol Maharashtra 
within the meaning of article 1<12(1) fa) of the 
Constitution ? 

2. If so, whether die said office L a n office of profit ? 

E Whether the PaiJiament (Prevention of Disqualifica¬ 
tion) Act, 1959. saves the holder of the office from 
any disqualifiea'ion f 

4 Whether the office of the said Chairman of Cor¬ 
poration attracts tb c provision}, of section 10 of the 
Representation of the People Acf, 1951 ? 

5. The petitioner and the opposite party file their affidavits, 
wiitten statements aud the rejoinders, 

6. The hearing was held at Bombay on 9(h April, 1983. 
The petitioner or his counsel did not attend the hearing. The 
counsel of the respondent, Shri D, L. Patil, Advocutc, was 
heard. 

7 Issue No. 1 

Jt is not disputed that the appointment of Shri Gavit has 
been made by the resolution of the Govt, dated 19Lh January, 
1982. This resolution purports to have been made by an 
Older and in the name of the Governor of Maharashtra. 


8. Bye-law No. 49 of the said Corporation under which the 
involution has been passed reads as follows 

“49. The Chairman and Vice Chairman shall be nominat¬ 
ed by Government of Maharashtra. The Chairman 
shall preside over the meetings. In bis absence, the 
Vice-Chairman Grail preside. In the absence of the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman, the Directors present 
at a meeting shall elect one of themselves a Chairman 
of the meeting”. 

The said Corporation is no doubt registered under the 
Maharashtra Cooperative Societies Act, 1960. By the act of 
registration, the said corporation has become a body incor¬ 
porated and has a separate entity with perpetual succession 
arid common seal. However under the above mentioned bye¬ 
law, Shu M. H. Gavit has been npniinated by Govt of 
Maharashtra, and thetefore by virtue of general powers, tbc 
Govt, of Maharashtra has the power to remove him from 
that office. Therefore, in the opinion of the Commission, 
Shri Gavit is holding the office as Chairman under the Govt, 
of Maharashtra. 

9. Issue No. 2 

The contention of the petitioner is that Shii M. II. Gavit 
has been provided by the said Corporation a chautfour driven 
cur which is all the times with the opposite party, and that 
he draws remuneration and allowances from the said 
Corpora ion. He also states that he reasonably believes that 
the said Corporation has given h.m a free telephone since 
he is the Chairman of the said Corporation. 

10. Shri Gavit. in his written statement, supported bv an 
affidavit, denies that he dinvvs any remuneration, In support 
of his statement, Shri Gavit has enclosed a certificate from the 
Managing Director of the said Corporation which is to the 
effect that Shri Gavit has not "been paid any remuneration 
oi allowances ftorrs the date of his nomination i.c. 19th. 
l.uuiaiv, 1982 till now. The certificate further states that 
there is no provision to pay cither salary or remuneration 
for the post of Chapman. This position seems to derive 
support by the provisions in the bye-laws of the said Cor¬ 
poration. Bye-law 50 of the Corporation states (hat the 
Dilectors, other thou those nominated bv the Govt., shall be 
entitled to be paid their travelling allowance and sitting fees 
as per Rules 107 (A) of M. C. S., Rules, 1961 for attending 
the meetings of the Board of Directors of Executive Com¬ 
mittee or Sub-committee attended by them, The. implies that 
the Chairman who has Ixen nominated bv the Govt. is not 
entitled to receive any travelling or sitting fco or any remune¬ 
ration. There is also a certificate granted by the said cor¬ 
poration that the Chairman L not entitled to any remunera¬ 
tion. 

11. In his written rejoinder statement, Shri Gavit has not 
denied the provision of the facility of telephone and staff car 
to the Chairman, At the some time there is nothing on record 
to show that the telephone and (he staff car have been used 
for purposes other than official purpose^ connected with the 
affairs of the said corporation. Having regard to the fact that 
Shri Gavit has not drawn any T. V or other allowances, it 
is reasonable to conclude, in the absence of anything to the 
contrary, that Shri Gavit uts not used the facility of telephone 
and staff car for his personal purposes. There is, therefore, no 
question of these facilitle* being treated as giving pecuniary 
gain or profit. In view of this position. I hold that the Chair¬ 
man of the said Corporation is not nn office of profit per se 
under the Govt, of Maharashtra. 
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[to II-*t 3(ii) ] 

12. Issue No. 3 
In view ot lhe finding in ie.,pcct of issue No. 2, the 

question as to whethei the office ot the Chairman of the 
said Colpoiation is saved by the Pailiumenl (Pievention of 
Disqualification) Act, 1959 does not aiise. 

13. Ts-stie No. 4 

Section 10 of the Representation of the People Acf, 1951 
leads as follows : — 

“Disqualification for office under Government Com¬ 
pany A peuon shall be disqualified if and for 
so long as, he is a managing agent, manager or 
secictaiy of anv company oi cinpoiatinn (othei than 
a co-operative 3 ociciy) in lhe capital of which the 
appiopiiatc Government has not less than twenty 
five pei cent share." 

14. A reading of the above provision would cleailv indi¬ 
cate that it completely exempts a cooperative n'fticly from 
the ambit of those providons. The said Corporation is un¬ 
doubtedly a cooperative society for the reasons slated above. 


Shu Guv it j.s only holding the pest of th* Chairman of the 
Corporation. In this vievy, section 10 of tile Representation 
of the People Act, 1951 is not atti acted in the present ca (, c. 
This issue is accordingly decided against the petitioner. 

15. For the reasons above, I am of the opinion and 
aceoidingly hold, that 3nri Manikrao Hodlyj Gavit has net 
become subject lo any disqualification under aiticle 102(1 )<a) 
oi section 10 of the Rcpicvcntatio t of the People Act, 1951 
lead with atlicle 102(l)le) of the Constitution by reason of 
his holding lhe office of the Chairman of the Maharashtia 
Slate Cooperative Tribal Development Corporation 1 imited, 
Nashik.
